As we have noted, the Rliin group can best bo listed here 
as a single unit. Collecting has been most intense, in relation to 
the size of the islands, on Palau Mapor. Pulau Durian, Pulau 
Gaiang, Pulau Bulan, Pulau Bintan and Pulau Batam, in that 
order. The number of recorded land birds that an probably 
resident on each island is shown in the following table. The last 
column gives adjusted totals, in which species likely to bo occur¬ 
ring all through the group have been marked down for each of 
the eight islands, irrespective of whether or not they have yet 
been reported from them.
